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some superfluous words than to omit any rare ones. It is hardly 
possible to avoid an individual point of view in this matter ; I think, 
however, that it will not, bias my judgment more than it has 
biased the above-mentioned glossaries. 

In contrast to certain of these glossaries I have endeavoured not 
only to settle the meaning of a word in cases where it was quite 
clear from the context, but also to support it by reference to one or 
the other source. Most frequently this purpose was served by the 
well-known dictionaries Lisan al-'arab, Taj al-'arus, and Lane. 
English readers, I hope, will not find it deserving of blame that 
the expressions of Lane are very often retained. Other sources 
have been referred to only sporadically for single cases, although 
their number happens to be of considerable importance. I have 
also noticed words borrowed from Persian, since in certain cases 
their association with Ibn al-Mu'tazz seemed to me to offer an 
interesting terminus ante quern. Technical terms which find their 
place in the index are excluded from the glossary, because the 
study of thorn is a matter for special investigation. 
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production, in prose and more especially in verse, it is clear that 
the lexical material will be typical of the author concerned, and 
consequently may enter as a whole into a scientific dictionary as 
material for the characterization of the period as well as for the 
language. For this reason it is obvious what great importance 
would attach in the edition, for instance, of the dlwan of a certain 
poet, not only to a glossary of expressions peculiar to him, but also 
to a full concordance of words which he employs. If, in contrast 
to this, the object of research happens to lie a work like the Kilab 
al-BadV, consisting for the greater part in citations of prose passages 
and verses from various periods and authors, the situation is 
different. Neither for Ibn al-Mu'tazz nor for his epoch can the 
lexical matter of the work be regarded as conclusive ; the only 
inference we can draw is that a given expression in a given meaning 
does not appear later than the period of the author. A more precise 
elucidation would require further researches in order to determine 
the period or author from which the given citation proceeds. To 
make such an attempt in a restricted glossary would, of course, 
threaten seriously to overload it and would in addition achieve no 
real results whatsoever. It would be more to the purpose in this 
respect to compile special glossaries to all the works of the most 
oft-quoted poets : Abu Tammam, al-Buhturi, etc. 

The glossary to the present edition, not having such a scientific 
purpose, serves only the utilitarian function of assisting the reader 
in the study of the original of the Kitdb al-Badl' and of relieving 
him of the difficulties which had to be overcome in the estabhshment 
and comprehension of the text. Its form has been influenced in 
the main by the models given by De Goeje (BGA, Muslim, 
Ibn-Kutaiba, etc.) and the English school (an-Nalcaid, al-Mufa<i- 
daliyat, etc.). In general I have endeavoured to admit to the list 
only those wotds which are not to be found in the small current 
dictionaries in European languages (Belot, Hava, Harder, Guirgass), 
but I did not think necessary to note their absence in the glossarie.s 
appended to particular editions, including those mentioned above. 
I have not abstained from including also words noted by Lane, 
especially when a shade of their meaning or their occurrence in 
a given context seemed to me for one or other reason to merit 
attention. In general I considered it more desirable to include 
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sources where this verse is quoted, although they wore known to 
me or could easily be estabKshed from the apparatus criticus of the 
edition indicated on the same principle. I have not aimed at giving 
a complete conspectus of variant readings, but have pointed out only 
those which occur in the sources I had made use of, or which were 
of importance for the edition of the text. In contrast to these 
restrictions I have given references from another category of sources, 
even when they did not offer anything for the fixing of the text. 
This category includes all those works relative to literary theory 
-of which I endeavoured to make use to the fullest extent possible. 
The aim of these references was not as much to estabUsh the text 
itself as the dependence of later writers upon Ibn al-Mu'tazz. From 
the apparatus criticus it will readily be seen that such a confrontation 
of quotations has been of great service, and only this process has, 
for instance, rendered it possible to point out the degree of influence 
exerted by the book in question upon al-'Askarl, upon the Mafatlh 
al-'ulum of Abli Bakr al-Huwarizmi, and upon a whole series of 
other compilations. 

It is not, of course, necessary to add that any absolute compre- 
hensiveness in adducing sources of this kind was made impossible 
for me by the lack of several manuscripts and editions in Leningrad, 
Circumstances have shown that my hope of making use of them 
abroad could not be reahzed and I was constrained to limit myself 
to the material I found available. 

The indexes relating to the text are three in number : (I) of proper 
names of persons and tribes, (2) rhymes, and (3)' terms of rhetoric 
and poetics. 

The glossary appended to the text is merely for auxiliary purposes 
and can by no means be used as material for a definitive scientific 
dictionary of the Arabic language. No doubt a glossary — in the 
ideal scheme even a fuU concordance — of all words must be a 
necessary element of every critical edition. The need for this, 
I beheve, will not cease even when Arabic linguistic science has at 
its disposal a critico-historical dictionary of the Arabic language, 
inasmuch as a first attempt in this direction can hardly be 
exhaustive. The importance of such a glossary for a future 
dictionary depends, however, entirely upon the character of the 
work itself. When we have to do with the result of purely individual 
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may be grouped under the head of misplacing of diacritical points.^ 
Erroneous forms of words are likewise rarely to be found in the 
manuscript.i' There are, finally, a few instances of greater deforma- 
tions of single words, usually of proper names, which may be 
explained simply as mistakes.^ 

There is no need, of course, to say that in addition to these 
peculiarities and misunderstandings, the manuscript gives a quantity 
of variant readings and parallels to passages and quotations known, 
from other sources. Those variae lediones are, of course, preserved 
in the edition. 

The task of editing the work from a unique manuscript has 
been attended with great difficulties and, in all probability, would 
have been impossible had there not existed a relatively large 
number of parallel texts. All these texts and their different readings 
have been indicated in the notes, but with a certain measure of 
selection. The sources drawn upon are limited on the one hand 
to those which I judged sufficient for establishing a satisfactory 
text, on the other to those which were necessary for the performance 
of my fundamental task, namely, the elucidation of the place of 
the Kitab al-BadV in the development of Arabic poetics. For this 
reason, in verse quotations, for instance (particularly those from 
ancient periods), I have contented myself with references to a critical 
edition of the poet, if such exists, and have not pointed out other

(f. 3'*', 6 from foot =9, 1) written as l^i^rf, but the solitary 
instance of this feature in the manuscript hardly justiiies the 
drawing of any conclusions from it. In regard to the vowel marka 
the following cases should be noticed. Kasra is sometimes marked 
not with a sloping but with a vertical stroke, long a sometimes 
(almost exclusively in proper nouns) with a simple fatha. Alif 
otiosum is found a few times where in classical orthography it is 
not admitted (lj^4|., i.e. y>ci^_, i. 4^, 2 = II, 15; IjJ, i.e. ji, 
f. 5^, 10 = 15, 11). 

As I have already observed, the writing of the manuscript is in 
general executed with care, but of course there are not a few cases 
where in the edition we have been obliged to depart from the reading 
adopted in the manuscript. The great majority of these cases arise 
from inexact vowel marking.^ A much smaller number of errors

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the letters j-J', probably an abbreviation for the word Ai>t*jJI 
" copy ". Besides such marginal emendations there is inserted once 
only (folio 6^ = 18, 14) a quotation from another source, viz. 
from the History of Bagdad of the well-known al-Hatib. Compared 
with those corrected lacuna the number of the unnoticed ones is 
quite insignificant : once (f. 4^, 1 = 11, 13) before a verse the 
words l^J J^j are omitted, once in a long poetic citation 
a hemistich is missing (f. 10^, 9 = 35, 2) and in one prose 
instance (f. 2^, 5 = 4, 16) a few words. Sometimes corrections 
are made in the text itself or casual errors of dittography are erased 
(f. 3, 2, 3 = 6, 3, 4 ; 9^, 5 from foot = 30, 11). 

The graphical peculiarities of the copy may be placed in two 
categories : (1) those which in the edition are often tacitly removed, 
and (2) those which are noted wherever they occur. To the first 
category we may refer the treatment of the liamza, in common 
with all manuscripts of a similar type, i.e. in the middle of words 
it is generally replaced by ijd (e.g. -v,U3J, 0..;W, cX*^, etc.), 
at the end it is totally suppressed (e.g. lliJI). This fact explains 
the curious writing of the name of the poet Abu Tammam as ,^lkll, 
which in the edition is everywhere replaced by J^\ without 
re-marking the correction each time in a footnote. The final yd 
is in the manuscript sometimes, but not systematically, written 
with two dots ; and these two points appear not only where a word 
ends with a long i, but also when there is an alif maksHra. For this 
reason the dots under final yd are not retained in the edition. 
Long i and u are .often, in conformity with the old Arab tradition, 
vocalized 1_ and 'jl ; in the edition the usual writing 
Vfitkout jazma is everywhere apphed. The final IS of the feminine 
gender is in the manuscript not always provided with the dots, 
which in the edition are systematically reinserted. No notice is 
taken in the edition of the system, derived from antiquity, of 
designating the letter ^ 'by a small hd below, which is observed 
more especially in the first part of the manuscript. 

To the pecuharities of the manuscript which are noted wherever 
they have been altered in the edition we may refer the following. 
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The Kitab al-Badi' bears no date but, as it is written by the same 
hand as a treatise with the latter date, it must be referred to a period 
not later than the ninth iifteenth century. The handwriting 
of the manuscript does not call for special remark ; it represents 
the common type of eastern Arabic nasM, sufficiently clear and 
correct. In the treatise we may distinguish two different hands. 
The first ends at foho IS'' ; the following part is written with leas 
care and is not so legible. The difference between the two hands is 
not very great, and the second part might even be the work of the 
same handwriting with a different kalam. Against this, however, 
is the fact that begii-ning with fol. 15'^ the system of writing changes. 
In the first part single examples and phrases are marked off by a 
stroke over the first word, in the second this sign disappears 
completely. 

The manuscript is in a good state of preservation and the text 
may almost everywhere be estabhshed without particular difficulty. 
Only on the last folios some lines are worm-eaten and it is not 
possible to restore them without recourse to parallels. In the middle 
of the treatise only a few single words are damaged. 

The whole text is written continuously and very often verses are 
not distinguished from prose by any indication. Sometimes the 
titles of main sections are marked by a new Une ; more often they 
are denoted merely by larger writing. New phrases or new instances 
are sometimes indicated in the first part by a stroke over the iixs,t 
word. Throughout the manuscript vowels are marked fairly 
abundantly, though far more frequently in the first part, whilst 
in the second part not only those, but even the diacritical points 
on the letters, sometimes disappear. 

In general the manuscript is written with care. Omitted phrases, 
which may most often be explained by the repetition in the text 
of one and the same word, are commonly restored in the margins.^ 
It is possible that the text has been collated either with the original 
or with another manuscript : in favour of this conjecture is a variant 
reading which occurs in the margin of folio 5, 10 = 14, 3 with

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the manuecript, but it evidently failed to attract the attention 
of investigators, althougli it was long since made known. Belonging 
to the old fund of Arabic manuscripts of the Escorial, this treatise, 
included in a certain collectaneous volume, was already noted in 
the catalogue of M. Casii'i.^ The existence of the manuscript was 
obviously unknown to J. Hammer-Purgstall as well as to 0. Loth* ; 
and only C. Lang, in his critical remarks called out by the work of 
the latter, recalled it to mind.^ In accordance with learned custom 
it was taken up into the newer catalogue of H. Derenboiirg ' and 
ever since, of course, has been recorded in general works dealing 
with the history of Arabic literatxire.* Of recent years the Da'irat 
al-Ma'arif at Hyderabad even proposed to edit it,^ but no one 
has as yet definitely handled the work. This may be explained 
chiefly by the fact that the work done in Europe on the history of 
Arabic letters has up to the present been carried on in an essentially 
traditional method and no interest has been taken in the theoretical 
conception of literature held by the Arabs themselves. The literary 
monument we are now editing will, we think, put an end to all 
the erroneous, though widespread, judgments on this work of Ibn 
al-Mu'tazz, and, at the same time, lay a solid foundation for the 
future construction of a history of Arabic poetics. 

The Kitab al-BadV of Ibn al-Mu'tazz is as yet known only in 
a unique manuscript preserved in the hbrary of the Escorial. This 
fact does not in itself of course argue against the popularity of the 
work, large fragments of which had at a very early date been 
included in several compositions on the same theme. In later times 
these compilations spread far and wide and their basic source in its 
original form sank into obUvion. 

The manuscript forms part of a collected volume of items deahng 
with literary history and poetry. The dating of the single items 
which it contains varies between the years 750/1349 and 877/1472.

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merely to quotations from other authorities for the etymological 
interpretation of the word, and in other sources no confirmation 
of its existence therein is to be found. Cases of the second group 
are more numerous ; indeed, in the definition of quite a series of 
categories reference is made to Ibn al-Mu'tazz.i Considering that 
at the same time other authors are mentioned in these i^assages 
as well, our deduction may be still more categorical. The number 
of the categories given by Ibn al-Mu'tazz and even their names are, 
irrespective of the manuscript, supported by such well-established 
evidences in numerous later sources, that there can be no doubt 
that in all the difi'erent redactions, if we admit their existence, 
the number and the individual categories must have remained 
unchanged. 

Summing up our discussion, then, we can state that for the 
hypothesis of a unique redaction there are many and weighty 
arguments, against it, in reality, only the work of L. Cheikho. 
By its very character and notwithstanding all its merits, this work 
cannot claim the importance of a strictly scientific argument 
and must yield before the evidences to the contrary. For this reason, 
in my opinion, there can only be one conclusion, viz. that throughout 
the whole extent of Arabic literature the Kitdb al-BadV of Ibn 
al-Mu'tazz existed in a single redaction, which is that presented 
by the manuscript we are now editing. But this conclusion, of 
course, does not absolutely exclude the possibility that the number 
as well as the bulk of the prose examples and poetical quotations 
may have suffered alteration in other manuscripts which we do 
not know. 



IV 

The Manuscript and the Principles of the Edition 

The greater part of the misunderstandings on the subject of the 
Kitab al-BadV disseminated in Arabic as well as in European 
literature might have been cleared up by a mere collation with

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the redaction of the Kitab al-Badi' which might be founded on 
Cheikho's work. 

In the chrestomathy there is included under the name of Ibn 
al-Mu'tazz one fragment " on the quahty of free prose ". ^ The 
subject itself and a larger treatment of the question show that the 
fragment is at all events taken not from the Kitab al-BadV but 
from some other composition; moreover, the possibihty that it 
may belong not to Ibn al-Mu'tazz but to ar-Eummani is not 
excluded, for the distinction between these two authors is not 
clearly observed in this work. The greater part of the fragment, 
as I was able to establish when editing Kitab al-Adab, is taken from 
the latter work.^ In the lectures on hterature, Ibn al-Mu'tazz is 
credited with the description of the different purposes of the isti'ara? 
Though here Ibn al-Mu'tazz alone is mentioned, I ain inclined to 
ascribe the appearance of his name to some misunderstanding. 
The very style of the expressions, with their exceptionally exact 
classification, is not proper to th.^ Kitab al-Badi'. Further, if their 
formulation were really the work of Ibn al-Mu'tazz, traces of it 
would without doubt have been found in some one of the subsequent 
authors who have devoted extensive chapters to the isti'ara. In 
some works these chapters are partly founded on the Kitab al-BadV, 
but nowhere are the details referred to by Cheikho to be found! 
The remaining cases where the references to Ibn al-Mu'tazz diverge 
from our redaction may be divided into two groups : (1) Definitions 
which differ from those of the manuscript, and (2) definitions of 
those categories which are missing in the manuscript. Among the 
first our attention is attracted only by the definition of the mutabaka* 
Considering that in this connection references are made not only to 
Ibn al-Mu'tazz but also to two other authors, we may without 
hesitation afiirm that the definition in question belongs to some 
one of these.5 In the Kitab al-BadV a proper definition of the 
mviabaha does not occur, because Ibn al-Mu'tazz restricts himself

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is nothing similar in the Kitab al-BadV, and the absence of a precise 
reference in Abu Haiyan would justify the supposition that this 
classification is taken from some other work of Ibn al-Mu'tazz. 
Another coincidence, however, gives us ground for suggesting that 
a wider misunderstanding has crept in here, the author of which 
is Abu Haiyan himself. A classiUcation in four categories is 
mentioned by Ibn Kutaiba in the introduction to his Book of Poets} 
where these categories, moreover, are defined in language almost 
identical with the quotation of Abu Haiyan, It is obvious, therefore, 
that he attributes this definition to Ibn al-Mu'tazz merely by 
mistake. 

The principal objections to the unity of the redaction do not arise 
from these isolated facts, but from the great work of the Beirut 
scholar Pere L. Cheikho on the theory of literature, 'Ilm al-Adab. 
This substantial work, which is very popular in Arabic pedagogical 
writings, is at the same time of scientific importance. To the two 
volumes of his course of lectures Cheikho appended a chrestomathy 
in two volumes dealing with the production of Arabic Hterary 
theorists. In the view of such a connoisseur of all branches of 
Arabic literature as I. Goldziher it deserved the epithet vorzilgliche,^ 
and it still merits such a qualification for the reason that it includes, 
in extracts from manuscripts, material not yet available in the 
originals. The value of the course, as compared with similar 
compilations in contemporary Arabic literature, is increased by the 
fact that the sources of the definitions quoted and the theses main- 
tained are generally indicated. The didactic purpose of the book 
naturally tends to deprive it of certain advantages, wliich would 
be desirable from the point of view of European scholars. References 
to sources in the lectures are given too summarily. Here as well as 
in the chrestomathy itself, there are many instances of the fusion 
into one treatise of fragments of various authors which deal with 
one and the same question. For this reason it is sometimes impossible 
to ascertain precisely w hat part belongs to the author one is interested 
in. This feature is met with in the sections relating to Ibn al-Mu'tazz, 
and naturally deprives of probative value any inferences regarding

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stand in the redaction lying before that author, since he might have 
abridged the number of examples or chosen those among them 
which seemed to him more significant. 

The facts we encounter bring up another question, viz. whether 
all the examples occurring in the original redaction are preserved 
in our manuscript. I know of two cases which argue against this. 
Ibn Rasilc, in quoting various instances of tajms, which go back 
for the most part to Ibn al-Mu'tazz, cites among them one verse of 
Jarir •with the deiinite statement that it is quoted by Ibn al-Mu'tazz.* 
In our manuscript it is not to be found, and yet the references of 
Ibn Raailj, together with the circumstance that the preceding and 
following verses do in part actually occur in the Kitab al-Badi', 
do not admit the supposition that these quotations are from some 
other work of Ibn al-Mu'tazz. The same appUes to a certain verse 
of Abu Tammam in the chapter on tasdir,'^ which is missing in our 
manuscript. Of course, the lack of a critical edition of Ibn RaSIIj: 
himself, prevents us from assuming without quahfioation that these 
verses formed part of his original text, and that with such categorical 
references, but at all events there is notliing improbable in these facts. 
The rarity of similar instances, considering the frequent use made 
of Ibn al-Mu'tazz, suggests that the explanation is to be found 
rather in the customary diversity of the manuscripts than in the 
hypothesis of divergent redactions. 

In the sections which do not deal with examples such cases are 
still more rare. In the quotations of Ibn Rasilj which purport to 
define the term tajnls in the words of Ibn al-Mu'tazz we find a 
definition of the term jins ^ with a rather obscure transition, but 
apparently the author is in this passage quoting from al-Asma'i's 
Kitab al-Ajnds. The lack of manuscripts of the latter work miake 
it impossible to settle this point definitively. A rather odd impression 
is produced by a certain passage of the philosopher Abu Ifaiyan, 
where he speaks about the science of the " new " style and the 
leading part taken in it by Ibn al-Mu'tazz. After a very com- 
mendatory account he quotes, with direct reference to the latter, 
the classification of the poetical language in four categories.* There

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has evidently been carried out by al-AmidI himself for ease of 
exposition. 

WTien we turn to a later period in the development of Arabic 
poetics, the decision is rendered difficult by the impossibihty of 
determining whether the quotations are taken directly from the 
Kitdb al-BadV or from a second-hand source, which would, of course, 
diminish their value for our argument. At all events, here also it 
is easy to collect an imposing series of examples. We will not dwell 
upon the poetical quotations, since they are the weakest materials 
for our purpose ; it is quite sufficient to cast a glance at, certain 
definitions which go back to Ibn al-Mu'tazz, for instance, in Sihab 
ad-din al-Halabi i or as-Safadl.^ 

If all the comparisons were to produce analogous results, then, 
of course, the question of the redaction would be definitely settled. 
It is complicated, however, by facts of another kind, which although 
not nearly as numerous, nevertheless point, it would seem, to the 
existence of another redaction of the work, the text of which differs 
from that of our manuscript. In the preceding exposition I have 
restricted myself to a few outstanding instances, but now, on passing 
to consider the facts which argue against my conjecture, I shall 
try to analyse all the cases I know. 

The very character of Ibn al-Mu'tazz's composition, nine-tenths 
of which consists of a collection of quotations in verse and prose, 
shows clearly that it was precisely the consdtuent element formed 
by these citations which was the most hable to suffer alteration. 
They could intentionally or unintentionally be omitted, replaced, 
or added to, by professional scribeswho subsequently copied his work, 
as well as in the course of learned development of it by specialists 
in theory. The single manuscript does not allow us to judge whether 
all the examples in prose and verses which occur in it belong to the 
original of the author. At all events the manuscript itself does not 
show any anachronisms or misunderstandings. If, however, one 
verse or another is missing in one of the later authors, who some- ' 
times quote whole chapters of examples taken throughout from 
Ibn al-Mu'tazz, this fact does not prove that the verse did not

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identical definition as well as the following examples in the same 
sequence. These chapters appear also in al-'Askari in the same 
form.^ This author differs markedly from Ibn RasJk iu his methods ; 
he makes use of Ibn al-Mu'tazz, sometimes referring to him, but 
sometimes without acknowledgment. In either case the quotations 
go back to the same source as our manuscript. One prose tale from 
Kitdh al-BudT is quoted witli a reference not directly, it ia true, 
to Ibn al-Mu'tazz, but at a double remove ^ ; the literal agreement 
of the texts, however, shows that no new redaction is involved here, 
but only a learned trananiission of a written source. The quotations 
of poetical examples prove that theii' order in the soiirce used by 
al-'Aslcari was exactly the same as in our manuscript.^ Among the 
unacknowledged borrowings should be noticed the definition of 
tajnis, which is phrased in terms analogous to those of our manu- 
script.* Sometimes al-'Askarl completely betrays himself in these 
borrowings without indication of his sources. After one of the 
verses quoted he passes a Bcornful remark upon its quality,^ which, 
as the phrase stands, would naturally be taken as his own opinion. 
It proves to be, however, but a mechanical reproduction of the words 
of Ibn al-Mu'tazz in the corresponding passage. Analogous cases 
settle at once two facts : (1) that the use made of the Kitab al-BadV 
is more frequent than al-'Askari thinks it necessary to notice, and 
(2) that his source is identical with the redaction of our manuscript. 
In general the Kitah a.^-Sind'alain provides the most convincing 
material for the solution of this question, and, of course, to an 
extent greatly surpassing the few instances mentioned above. 

The first part of the introduction of Ibn al-Mu'tazz in which he 
states his view regarding the history of al-BadV is reproduced 
in extracts in the book of al-AmidL* Here some traces of abridg- 
ment are to be found, beyond which the quotations remain hteral. 
We cannot infer from these that he may have utihzed another 
redaction, because in the abridgment nothing more is to be seen 
than the aim of eliminating "superfluous words", and this task

This fortuitously preserved notice of an individual in the midst 
of the treatise is curious moreover for the reason that it evidently 
supplies the precise date of the work, already known from the 
statement of Hajji Halif a. This date offers the firsts rough argument 
for the fact that the well-lcnown redaction is identical with that 
now edited. 

To the mass of similar rough arguments of a general type, we 
may likewise reckon the number of categories analysed by Ibn 
al-Mu'tazz. These are reported by Hajji Hallfa in agreement with 
the manuscript ; and the five categories of the " new " in the same 
order and with the same names are enumerated by Ibu Rasik.i 
The confusion in their appellations may be imputed to later authors, 
who did not have at hand the original composition of Ibn al-Mu*tazz 
and relied upon fragmentary quotations. 

Of course, the date as well as the number of categories and even 
their names vouch only for the uniformity of structure in all the 
copies known to Araljic authors, but not for the identity of details. 
We shall therefore turn now to an examination of the arguments 
which coniirm the latter also. 

Leaving aside the poetical citations given by Ibn al-Mu'tazz, 
and their order, quantity, and variants, which have been repeated 
without alteration by a great many sources (as may easily be seen 
from the apparahis criticus in the present edition), I shall restrict 
myself to some peculiarly striking examples, taken as far as possible 
from the prose sections of the author hinxsolf, which cannot, like 
quotations in verse, be copied out of othei' sources. Typical argu- 
ments in this respect are offered particularly by Ibn RaSlk and 
al-'Askarl. The iirst, for instance, enumerates after Ibn al-Mu'tazz 
and in expressions similar to those in the manuscript, the categories 
of iascRr^; he observes that he separates, in opposition to "other 
theorists, i'tkad from iltifdi ^ and gives in identical language the 
definition of the latter.* In the chapter on ' ' dialec^tical mannerism "/' 
which, according to his own statement, Ibn Rasik •' transferred '" 
entirely from the book of Ibn al-Mu'tazz, we find the literally

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Quite a series of literary precedents, and those precisely of the 
ninth century in the domain of literary history and theory, oblige 
us to use the utmost caution in coming to a decision. The usual 
situation is well known. Very often a writing is handed down with 
the name of a given author, though its maiii section happens to be 
attributed to another person.^ More often the writing " sees the 
Hght " long after the death of the author, in the edition of some 
one of his spiritual pupils, while his own part in the redaction of 
the work is commonly not at all clear.^ In the present case the 
question is the more involved because of the weakness of the 
nianuacript tradition, since the manuscript itself, being unique, 
gives us no purchase for an investigation into the history of the 
work, to which the existence of several different copies and then- 
analysis often yield such powerfiil aid. 

It is, therefore, the more interesting to observe that in the work 
itself the traces of the author's rough draft are not quite obliterated. 
After the main section, i.e. the analysis of the five categories of 
the " new " style, Ibn al-Mu'tazz states that he wrote the book in 
274/887-8, and that the first who took a copy of it was his friend 
the accomplished 'Ali al-Munajjim, whom we know also from other 
sources.^ After a digression which follows this, he comes back to the 
main topic and passes to the analysis of the twelve " boaaties " 
of the poetical style. It is obvious that the notice of the date of 
the work, as commonly in Arabic compositions, originally finished 
the treatise and that the following part was added subsequently. 
The mention of 'Ali al-Munajjim evidently corresponds somewhat 
to the author's ijaza, usually given in later times, viz. the authoriza- 
tion to propagate his work in writing or orally. It by no means 
gives us the right to admit any editorial function on the part of 
al-Munajjim, like that for instance of al-Ahfas in regard to al-Kamil, 
because nowhere have any traces of this kind been maintained.

Genuineness and Redaction 

In regard to the literary fortunes of the Kitab al-Bad^' of Ibn 
al-Mu taz. two traditional questions arise before the student ■ the 
questions, namely, of its genuineness and its redaction. The first 
may thus tniio be settled in a sufficiently simple and categorical 
manner : u-e have no reason to suspect that this work was written 
by anyone other than Ibn al-Mu'ta.z. Manuscript tradition alone 
of course, the more so as it is represented by a unique and at tlie 
same tune relatively late manuscript, should not be sufficient for 
such a categorical assertion. But the numerous .juotations which 
are made by various authors, accompanied either by the title of 
this book or by the. name of Ibn al-Mu'ta.^, may, with a great 
deal of probability, be referred to the same work, and attest that 
througli the whole extent of Arabic literature, from the end of the 
ninth century down to our own days, the work which is now beinf^ 
edited IS the work Icnown by the name of Kitah al-BadV for the 
reason that all these quotations are to be found in it. Nor do 
1 know of any cases where fragments from this work of Ibn al- 
Mu'tazz arc> stated to belong to other authors. There are, indeed 
fairly numerous cases where we lind such fragments in the writings 
of later scholars without any indications of their source and with 
the appearance of original constructions, but in the.se ca.so.s of course 
we have to do either with ill faith, i.e. plagiarism, or, as is more 
probable, with tlie custom, common to various branches of Arabic 
, letters, of incorporating the work of previous scholars in one's own 
writing. In general, however, for prose compositions of the time of 
Ibn al-Mu'tazz, the question of authenticity does not arise as acutely 
as m the domain of poetical production, which, owing to its very 
character, distinguishes itself by a greater mobility. 

The question of the redaction of the work is much more intricate 
Its real importance hes in the ehicidation of the text used by 
subsequent scholars ; whether it was the same as is offered by 
our manuscript, and whether this was the only redaction Though 
this problem can hardly be settled quite categorically, nevertheless 
the question clearly demands a definite answer. 
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preponderant interest in the latter, testified to by another of hia 
•writings, it is not surprising that his quotations show a slight 
majority for the new poets.i The works .of Ibn al-Mu'tazz permit 
us to assert categorically that we need not, hke Goldziher ^ and 
after him Brockeimann,=* wait until the fourth century in order 
to state a complete equality in the minds of the theorists between 
the new and the old poetical productions. 

Ibn al-Mu'tazz's book, beside its immediate scientific importance 
as the first vrork on the " new " style, contains interesting materials 
for a study of the characteristics of belles-lettres in the ninth century. 
The copious although fragmentary quotations enable us to guess 
how great the range of works must have been in which people 
were interested and which constituted the standard stock of persons. 
of average literary culture. While we know the ancient period fairly 
well, amongst the new poets we encounter several names which in 
later tiijies were forgotten, but in the time of Ibn al-Mu'tazz probably 
enjoyed some popularity. Though the poetical quotations are not 
numerous, they might, to some extent, supply important material 
for the restoration of the text of the verses of certain poets. More 
especially is this the case for Abu Tammam, ibu Nuwas, and 
al-Buhturi, the available redactions of whose diwans were compiled 
by Abu Bakr as-Sull (d. 335/946), a pupil of Ibn al-Mu'tazz." 
For this reason the quotations in the Kitab al-BadV offer an older 
text than the redaction of as-Soli, and this fact alone is auificient 
for the appreciation of its importance' 

The fundamental value of Ibn al-Mu'tazz^s work does not, of 
course, he in those secondary facts, but in the matter to which 
it is prmiarily devoted. Here it marks an epoch. And on this 
account, for the history of this branch of knowledge amongst the 
Arabs, an acquaintance with the work is, even now, more than a 
thousand years since its appearance, a conditio sine qua non.

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m vigorous language, utters his unconcealed and usually well 
justified disapproval.! More rarely he pronounces a favourable 
judgment on some verse.a and it is very seldom that he makes a 
remark of any other kind." Only the introductory sections or, so 
to speak, principia display an individual colouring. 

After this description of the general plan of the work the con- 
sistency of the examples will be more or less clear. The sources, 
on the other hand, can hardly be determined witli absolute precision. 
Apart from the Kor'an and the hadat, which supply the main bulk 
of prose instances drawn from antiquity, the remainder of these 
consists of short tales and extracts which already at that time 
had evidently become common property, whose origins were lost 
and hardly interested n-iany people. The prose instances in the 
section relating to more recent times are naturally distinguished 
by greater vividness and circumstantiality, because they deal with 
events which were chronologically close to Ibn al-Mu'tazz. Their 
characteristics are the same as those of the corresponding section 
of the Book of Songs by 'AH al-Isfahani. Here likewise the sources 
are rarely indicated precisely. Eepeated quotations occur excep- 
tionally ; we may instance here only Ishak al-Mawsili,^ who is 
mentioned about five times. 

The constituent elements of the poetical citations are worth 
some attention. Ibn al-Mu'tazz quotes fragments from nearly 
two hundred poets, in the majority of cases once only. The clioice 
of these quotations clearly displays the quality of the creative 
powers in both knowledge and letters, of the ephemeral cahph, 
who categorically rejects any predilection for the works of antiquity. 
In this respect also the Book of the Ncio is a highly important docu- 
ment for an appreciation of the various tendencies affecting the 
decision of that question in the ninth century. Ancient as well as 
recent poets are with him absolutely equal in rights. Knowing his

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froin the new poets, amongst whom Abu Tarnmam appears with 
especial frequency, as specimens of how people should not write. 
In the two last categories of the " new " the number of instances 
is somewhat less, but it is more particularly reduced in the 
enumeration of the "beauties", where certain categories are 
supported only by two or tliree examples, the first ones being 
supphed with but a single instance from the Kor'an ; all the other 
" beauties "' are illustrated in verses without any strict demarcation 
between periods. Fragments in prose, as in the first five chapters, 
are no longer quoted. With the ''comparison" — tasbth — the 
number of instances increases again. The treatise ends without 
any particular conclusion, except for the usual pious phrases, which 
may be the work of the scribe. 

The treatise presents only the continuous text, without any 
commentary or explanation. From time to time occur elucidations 
of a Hnguistic nature, referring to particular words ^ and usually 
belonging to the author's teacher "Abu Sa'id " (by whom is meant 
Muhammad ibn Hubaira al-Asadi, surnamed Sa'iida ^). In a few 
cases a brief exposition is given of an instance relating to a definite 
category,^ or an explanation of some word or words mentioned. ''^ 
A personal note is introduced by the remarks of Ibn al-Mu'tazz 
himself on particular expressions or verses, where he, sometimes

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complete review, he proceeds to enumerate twelve further categories. 
His principles of classification are not quite clear, nor are the reasons 
for his coufcraposition of the figures of the "now" (style) to the 
"beauties". Ibn al-Mu'tazz probably felt this himself. When 
passmg on to the second section he emphasizes his merits as a 
pioneer, and foretells that he will encounter many critics who will 
•otherwise delimit " badi' ", including in it a greater or smaller 
number of figures, either by establishing new categories or by 
addmg to the " new " certain categories of the '■ beauties ". His 
attitude towards such attempts breathes the magnanimity of a true 
scholar. He does not in the least protest against them or insist 
upon the permanence of his own classification. Though laying great 
stress upon the instability of the term " bad!"' " and upon the 
incapacity sliown by whole categories of scholars to grasp this 
conception, he leaves the decision entirely to the free choice of 
future students. 

Ibn al-Mu'tazz, as was to bo expected, proved to be a prophet. 
The number of categories of the "new " subsequently e.stablished 
^ increased to an incredible degree. The boundary between the 
" new " and the " beauties " was obliterated immediately after his 
time, and all those of the categories he mentioned, which proved 
to be possessed of vitahty, were transferred into the " new ". Some 
of his definitions, of course, frequently encountered criticism in 
later times, but no critic ever dared to contest his merits as a 
whole, and unanimous homage was paid to the first systematic 
research on the new poetical style. 

The method of distribution of the material, particularly in the 
five larger chapters, is almost uniform. First, though not always, 
a definition of the poetical figure under consideration is given, 
followed by examples from the Kor'an, sayings of Muhammad 
and his closest adherents, and prose fragments of the ancient period 
in general. Thereafter the classical poets are attested, then follow 
instances, at first in prose and afterwards in verse, belonging to 
the more recent period. Sometimes, particularly in the second half 
of the sections, this orderly arrangement is neglected and prose 
fragments and verses are promiscuously inserted. Alongside 
examples of a happily-phrased figure, the author from time to 
time quotes instances of its infelicitous use, drawn particularly 
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this resjiect we have at present no reason to reject the Arabic 
tradition. 

The same interest of Arabic scliolars in the work of Ibn al-Mu'tazz 
is seen also in the paper delivered hy Taha Hussein at the Congress 
of Orientalists at Leyden in the autumn of 1931 entitled " Le 
rapport entre la rhetorique arabe et la rhetorique grecque ".i He 
solidly establishes two cnrjents iti Arabic rhetoric from the third 
century, viz. the " Arabian " and the " Greek ". To the first he 
refers also Ibn al-Mu'taza.'^ 

All this recent activity relating to the treatise of Ibn al-Mu'tazz 
urgently demands, as an indispensable basis, an immediate 
acquaintance with the work itself. Only in this case can further 
researches prove fruitful and warrant solid results. 

The idea of the Book of the New as expressed in its introduction 
is exceedingly simple.^ The author makes it his task to show that 
this " New ", or al-BadV, as contemporaries called it — " new style " 
as we should say — was in no way invented by the new poets. 
Examples of this style are met with in the Kor'an as well as in the 
" Tradition " and in the Bedouin language. The difference is only 
that in ancient times people did not abuse these figures, that they 
occurred occasionally, no more than once or twice, in a large poetical 
composition, but that nowadays this abuse has begun to transgress 
all limits, reaching its climax in the poems of Abu Tammam. In 
support of his fundamental thesis, Ibn al-Mu'tazz, in five cha^pters 
dealing with the figures of this " new " style, which he was himself 
establishing, presents, in accordance with the method planned, 
examples of their employment. Originally it may be, these five 
chapters exhausted the subject of his treatise; nevertheless, 
Ibn al-Mu'tazz deemed it necessary to subjoin examples of some 
" beauties "—mahasin—ot language and poetry. Indicating a great 
quantity of such " beauties ", which he does not even subject to a

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papers already enumerated, we liave, so far as I know, only an 
incidental note by A. Krimskij in liis work on the Hamasa.^ 

A marked revival of interest in this work of Ibn al-Mu'tazz, as 
in all his other literary productions, is to be noted more recently. 
It is peculiarly significant that this revival of interest shows itself 
in Arabic circles, where it represents an entirely new development. 
While as late as 1917 Ahmed Deif in his book Essai sur le lyrisme 
et la critique litteraire chez les Arabes ^ does not even jnention Ibn 
al-Mu'tazz,^ we find a totally different situation in the work of 
Zaki Mubarak, La prose Arabe au IVe sieclc dc VHegire {Xe Steele), 
which appeared in r.iris in 1931. Dealing chiefly with masters of 
style, it devotes much attention also to the theorists of style. 
Ibn al-Mu'tazz has found here his due place. The author 
gives quotations from his prose fragments * and throws some 
light upon his role as composer of the Pontics. It is difficult 
to agree with his main thesis, viz. that Ibn al-Mu'tazz was 
not the first Arabic aiithor to compose a treatise on rhetoric.^ 
He argues this from tlie mere reference to a tale of al-Ilusrl ^ to 
which he attaches a doubtless exaggerated importance. The only 
noteworthy feature of this tale, \vhich is quoted in abridged form, 
is that Ibn al-Mu'tazz took a lively interest iii questions of style 
and that in the circle of literati, his intimates, he passed for the 
best connoisseur of these questions. In order to appreciate his 
place in the history of Arabic literature it is necessary to distinguish 
two points. No doubt there were before him other scholars who, 
engaged in poetic studies, had given many valuable hints on single 
points ; nevertheless the first systematic treatise was composed 
bv Ibn al-Mu'tazz (preceding analogies not being known), and in

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anthology.! No wonder that 0. Lotli,^ when trying to clear up the 
discrepant statements of his forerunners, found himself faced with 
an insoluble task and only increased the tale of misunderstandings.® 
Puzzled by the contradiction between the figures five (or six) and 
seventeen, which are given in various sources as the number of 
the categories of Ibn ''al-Mu'tazz's " new " style, he thought it 
could be solved by admitting five or six "main classes" with 
seventeen "lesser subsections".* In reality, as we now know, 
the total number of categories in the treatise of Ibn al-Mu'tazz 
is seventeen, but of these the especially "new" ones number 
but five.'^

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Kudama,'- which is not the case. How staggering this account is 
may be seen from the fact that, in speaking of the work of Kudama 
himself, the number of concordant categories is stated to be five.'' 
Their enmneration is the more strikingly fantastic when compared 
with the genuine writings of the authors themselves.* Finally, 
from the third passage of Hajjl Halifa it would appear that the 
book of Ibn al-Mu'tazz consisted of 95 chapters.* European 
researches have as yet thrown but little light on these discrepant 
statements. They have made use exclusively of late authors 
and for that reason have avoided straying from the reality only 
so far as they resti'i .'ted themselves to a mere mention. Endeavours 
to go into further details have resulted in new misunderstandings. 
G. Freytag, on the basis of some source not indicated, quite rightly 
enumerated the five categories of the badi' given in Ibn al-Mu'tazz ^ 
and noticed the name of one of the figures as originating from him.' 
The same figure with a more exact rendering of the name is quoted 
by A. F. Mehren,' who limits himself to the citation of the first 
statement of Hajji Halifa relative to the work itself.^ The prolix 
J. Hammer Purgstall, as always, increases in no small degree the 
confusion caused by Hajji Halifa. Not content with the mistake 
already noticed in the enumeration of Ibn al-Mu'tazz's works,' 
he mentions after some late source ^° the names of the categories 
supposed to have been analysed by Ibn al-Mu'tazz. There are six 
of these and only the half of them agree with the facts.^^ An 
acquisition of some importance in his account is the mention of 
the introduction, which is quoted from the manuscript of a certain

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The Kifah al-BailT and its Contends 

Of all the learned literary works of Ibn, al-Mii'tazz (247-296/ 
861-908) the most j)opular is undoubtedly his Kitilh al-BculT (Tlie 
Book of the New, sc. style). Adventitious popularity is, of course, 
of no importance from our point of view, nor is it of importance 
that this work has at all times been linked with the name of the 
scholar-poet down to the very- latest surveys of Ai-abic literature 
in Europe. The really important point is that tliis work has had 
a vivid and effective influence over the development of that branch 
of knowledge to which it is devoted. There are few books in tliis 
field which can compare with it in their legacy to the thought of 
succeeding ages. Still less could one find any book in which an 
organic tie could not be traced with the work of Ibn al-Mu'tazz, 
■which had led the way in a new direction. Only an analysis of its 
influence will enable us to appreciate the real importance of an 
edition of tliia book. 

Bibliographical data do not supply much here : al-Fihrist ^ and 
Ibn Hallikan ^ only mention it, without in any way distinguishing 
it from other works of the kind. It is not superfluous to observe 
that the notice in Hajjl Halifa's famous catalogue of Arabic 
literary production betrays some confusion, as in many other 
cases. This may be explained by the fact that the original of the 
work, displaced by innumerable epitomists and continuators, was 
already before Hajjl Halifa's time known to very few persons. 
,A.ccounts gathered from various sources were often found to be 
in contradiction. After pointing out correctly that the work, 
the first of its kmd, was written in 274/887, and that it analysed 
seventeen categories of poetical style,^ Hajjl Hallfa, following the late 
poet-literate Safi ad-dln al-Hilh (thirteenth-fourteenth century), 
adds that in seven of these categories Ibn al-Mu'tazz agrees with

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could not be delivered as ir proved impossible for me to go abroad 
at that moment. This pnpcr. which deals with external influences 
upon the genius of Ara,bic iirjetics ani.i contains a sketch of the 
three principal theorists of the ninth century, viz. Ibn al-Mu'tasz, 
al-Jahiz, and Kudama, gives an almost explicit appreciation of the 
Kitdb al-BndV } With the latter part of the same paper is connected 
my monograph on the " Rhetoric of Kudama " with large extracts 
after the unique MS. of t.lie Escorial.- Though it is now becoming 
clear that this treatise is not the worlc of Kudama, nevertheless 
for the characterization of his viev.'S it still keeps its im- 
portance.^ 

In this mn.nner some parts of my research have incidentally come 
to hght. Unpublished up to the present, however, remained the 
fundamental part, i.e. the Ar.abic text of the Kitdh al-Badl', without 
a critical edition of which no serious work upon the history of 
Arabic poetics in its early periods i.s possible. The Gibb Memorial 
Fund now enables me to make this accessible to all those interested. 
In publishing it I decided to restrict myself in thiw edition to the 
necessary critical materials and the chapters relating directly to 
the Kiidh al-BadV. As for the Russian translation and the fuller 
study, which at present requires revision in view of the nev/ material 
and the above-mentioned memoirs, I still cherish the hope of 
pubHsbing them subsequently.

Sometimes materiais were handed over to other scholars. In 
this manner quotations from both worlcs appeared in R. Geyer's 
edition of the Dvwdn of al-A.'sd ^ and in B. Eberraann's stndy 
" Al-Iiuraimi, an Arab poet from Sogd "." 

As for the research itself and the materials connected with it, 
I gradually became aware of the impos.sibility of publishing tliem 
integrally in the shape of a book, and resolved to make vise of 
every occasion which offered itself to publish in part separate 
chapters or sections. After a short summary of my studies on 
the Kitdh al-Addb in 1924,'' I had the opportunity of publishing 
in 1925 the Arabic te.vt with an ample introduction ■' containing 
inter alia an appreciation of the Kitdb al-BadV with some quotations 
from it." Another extract was the chapter relative to the writings 
of Ibn al-Mu'tazz which appeared in 1927 as a paper entitled 
"Une liste des oeuvres d'Ibn al-Mu'tazz " ' ; here also some 
attention is paid to the Kitdb al-BadV .^ The publication in Cairo 
(in 1925) of one of the works of Ibn al-Mu'tazf! gave me occasion 
to devote to him a special paper where I enlarged one excursus 
which was originally intended to form part of the general study." 
In that paper inter alia the character of tlie poetical quotations 
in the Kitdb al-Badl' is particularly dealt with.^" Another chapter 
of the same work is given in my paper " Die arabische Poetik im 
IX. Jahrhandert ","■ at first destined for a public lecture in the 
University of Uppsala in the autumn of 1927, a lecture whicli

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and literary characterization of Ibn al-Mu'tazz,! and in 1914 
I again reviewed his tlteory, Ijut not yet at lirst hand,^ though 
at that time it was ah'eady clear tliab vviliiout the help of the 
original any thorouirli research was out of the question. 

At the end of 1914 I had tlie good fortune, thanks to the late 
Professor D. Petroff and Professor J. Ribera, to obtain photo- 
graphs of the uniau(> Escorial MS. of the Kitab al-BadV, and the 
study of this completely absorbed my time for several years. 
In the sunuui-r of 1915 i was working at a rough draft of the 
edition of the text, in the nnVldle of 1916 I was preparing a Russian 
translation, and at the end of 1917 an elaborate study in Russian. 
This was to include a (characterization of the literary work of 
Ibn al-Mu'tazz with an analysis of his writings and an edition (as 
appendix) of the Kitdh al-Adah (from the unique MS. of the British 
Museum) and of extracts from the TabakM ai-Su'ard (from the 
Escorial uniciun), an analysis of the Kildb al-Badt, a history of 
Arabic poetics down to the ninth century inclusive, and a history 
of the influence of the poetics of Ibn al-Mu'tazz upon subsequent 
works of this kind. Oirciunstanccs did not permit the publication 
of this study, but I published single facts extracted from .or 
connected with it whilst working on other occasional subjects. 
As early as 1916 in a notice relative to the edition of al-Jumahl by 
J. Hell, I touched on the question of the terminology of Ibn 
al-Mu'taziz,3 in 1918 I treated his sch&nie in ray above-mentioned 
paper on a Mu'tasilite treatise,* and in 1924 I gave its general' 
features in a popular article on Arabian poetry .^ At times I quoted 
likewise fragments from the text ; e.g., in 1923 several citations 
from the Kitab al~Badl' were given in a paper deahng with the 
diwan of Du-r-Rumma,6 and in 1926 I pubhshed a fragment from

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influences upon Arabic poetics. Both these questions were to be 
answered negatively, as it then seemed to me ; this I endeavoured 
to demonstrate in two papers, entitled " A Mu'tazilite treatise of 
the eighth century on literary production " ^ and " A fragment of 
Indian rhetoric in Arabic rendering".- The problem of Greek 
influence, particularly in regard to the effective part played by 
Aristotle's poetics, was more intricate. On the basis of the Arabic 
materials, I was brought to a negative conclusion, which I expressed 
incidentally in the above-mentioned and in some other papers ; 
but, owing to my insufiicient knowledge of Graeco-Syriac matters, 
I did not dare to formulate my opinion decisively. My hesitation 
was ended by the work of J. Tkatsch.-^ with which all future research 
on this subject will have to reckon. Though I am well aware of 
the weaknesses which have been rightly exposed in it,* from ray- 
point of view this work has definitively decided the question of 
a possible influence of Artistotle upon the genesis of Arabic poetics 
in a negative sense. The coincidence of mj^ conclusions " with 
those of J. Tkatsch, obtained by quite other means and in large 
measure on the basis of other materials, proves that convincingly. 
As to the poetics of Ibn al-Mu'tazz an equally definite answer 
has hitherto been lacking. In 1909 in the lecture mentioned above 
I could only deplore the inaccessibility of this treatise, but soon 
assured myself that an evasive attitude towards it was inadmissible. 
The material for resolving the question was progressively expanding, 
embracing on the one hand the whole literary production of 
Ibn al-Mu'tazz, on the other as far as possible all the writers on 
poetics in the ninth century and the principal writers of the following 
periods. In 1912 I published some materials for the biography

"VITHEN in 1908 I began my studies in Arabic poetics, I soon 
^ ^ realized that an investigation embracing the full range of its 
chronological development -was not yet practicable. I then resolved 
to restrict it to the first period, down to the ninth century inclusive, 
limiting myself for the following period to a critical review in chrono- 
logical order of bio- and bibhographical data relating to single authors 
who had written on the subject of poetics. Oniuller inquiry into 
the period referred to, I very soon became aware of the peculiar 
importance of two closely associated questions which required to 
be solved before any stable reconstruction of the history of this 
period could be undertaken, viz. (1) the question of the probability 
■of foreign influences upon the rise of the Arabic theory of poetics, 
(2) that of the priority of Ibn al-Mu'tazz, as the first theorist in 
this field who left a systematic treatise. 

The urgent need for an investigation into these two questions 
was exposed in my first paper dealing with this subject, under the 
title of " Poetry according to the definition of Arab critics ", in. 
the autumn of 1909. This paper supplied the topic for my trial 
lecture delivered at the Faculty of Oriental Languages at the 
University of St. Petersburg in the autumn of 1910. It has not 
been pubUshed partly by reason of the insufficiency of the materials 
adduced, partly also because its contents were gradually merged 
into a larger study on the history of Arabic poetics in the ninth 
century. 

In connection with these two points my attention was directed 
chiefly towards two central problems, viz. the part played in Arabic 
literature by the poetics of Aristotle, and the literary production 
of Ibn al-Mu'tazz in its full extent. I approached the first by

PREFACE 

THE history of the present edition is fully explained in the first 
chapter of the introduction ; the principles of the edition 
itself with everything relating to it are described in the fourth 
chapter. 

In order not to increase the bulk of the apparatm criiicus, I have 
used a system of abbreviations for quotations and subordinate 
pnrases. A list of the chief abbreviations is given below ; those 
not included in this Ust will not, I hope, cause much difficulty to 
readers. European figures indicate page and line of the Arabic 
text; Arabic figures denote the continuous numeration of the 
verses in the text of Kitdb al-BadV. 

For the transcription of Arabic letters I have adopted the system 
proposed at the eighteenth International Congress of Orientalists 
at Leyden in the autumn of 1933, (with very small modifications) ; 
according to my system, therefore, the Arabic alphabet is represented 
as follows : ', b, t, t, j, h, h, d, d, r, z, s, s, ,s, d, t, z, ', g, f, k, k, 
I, m, n, h, w, y ; the vowels have only three varieties, a, i, u (diph- 
thongs aw and ai). 

For the Enghsh version I am much obliged to my friend 
F. Rosenberg, the well-known Iranist. I owe a great debt of 
gratitude to the Committee of the E. J. W, Gibb Memorial, which 
has undertaken the pubhcation of this edition, and especially to 
Professor H. A. R. Gibb for his friendly mediation ■ -'■.l valuable 
assistance.
